OF SPEAKER HERE 


Coordinator of Safety in State 
Department Tells Lions 
Of Dangers 





Leave sooner— 

Drive slower— 

_ Live longer— 

This admonition 
automobile driving was given by 
W. A. Huggins, state coordinator 
of traffic, safety education, in 
speaking at the meeting of the 
Upland Lions club in the Red Hill 
Country club house at noon yes- 
terday. Mr. Huggins is with the 
department of motor vehicles and 
in a dramatic appeal he urged im- 
mediate attention to ways of 
checking the mounting traffic toll. 

“Drunk driving and drunken 
pedestrians are becoming a more 
serious problem every day,” Mr. 
Huggins declared. He pointed out 
that one-fifth of the fatal acci- 
dents in the state during the last 
year involved persons who had 
been drinking. ‘It is physically 
impossible for a person to be in 
full control of an automobile if 
he has been drinking,” he said. 

Speed is Another major cause 
of accidents, the official said. He 
advised motorists to think of their 
speed in terms of the number of 
feet traveling per second and to 
ask themselves if they are able to 
stop their car in a short space in 
case of an emergency. 

Proper signaling is important, 
he pointed out. Mr. Huggins, a 
fluent speaker and an officer with 
an outstanding record in develop- 
ing the spirit of safe driving 
among motorists, recited figures 
to emphasize that careless drivers 
are taking a terrific toll in human 
lives.
